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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To increase the durability of a heat collector, to improve the 
appearance of a house and to prevent the attic from being overheated, by 
positioning, outside the attic, a heat accumulating tank for accumulating heat 
collected by the heat collector. 

CONSTITUTION: A solar heat collecting apparatus 5 comprises a heat 
accumulating tank 9, a heat exchange unit 52, and a heat collector 6, with the 
heat accumulating tank and the heat exchange unit 52 placed on the ground 
outside an attic 4. The heat exchange unit 52 contains a pump 53, a high 
pressure switch 54, a heat exchanger 55, a compressor 56, an accumulator 57 and 
a dryer 59, and absorbs, for example, the latent heat in the air in the attic 4 
by a heating heating medium such as Fron or the like, the heating medium is 
compressed by the compressor 56 to elevate the temperature, so that the hot 
water heated by the heat exchanger 55 can be stored in the heat accumulating 
tank 9. The heat colletctor 6 absorbs the heat in the attic 4 effectively by 
airing, gives the heat to the heating medium and is provided with a heat 
collecting sensor 64 and an expansion valve 65. 
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
